Dear  Mr.  Mayberry:. 

In  the  case  of  Fannington  vs.  Casco  for  pauper  supplies  furnished 
Rudolph  Hamlin,  upon  which  they  have  brought  suit  for  two  hundred 
seven  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents,  I  think  it  is  wise  for  you  to  mnke 
a  settlement  before  there  is  any  more  expense,  because,  as  I  understand 
it,  there  is  no  probability  that  the  town  will  be  called  upon  to  furnish 
further  support  to  the  pauper 's  family.  The  probable  expense  of 
trying  the  case  at  Fannington,  where  the  writ  is  returnable,  or  of  get- 
ting the  ease  removed  to  another  county,  if  it  were  possible  or  desir- 
able, would  be  so  great  that  the  amount  the  town  could  save  by  con- 
testing the  suit  successfully  would  not  be  worth  while,  and  there  is 
always  a  chance  of  losing.  In  this  case,  the  testimony  is  not  any  too 
favorable  to  Casco  and  I  consider  a  settlement  a  good  business  propo- 
sition.

School  Report 


To  the  superintending  school  committee  and  citizens  of  Ca.sco: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  your  schools  for  your 
consideration. 

Casco  needs  to  consider  herself  fortunate  that,  in  the  midst  of  so 
great  a  scarcity  of  teachers,  with  such  high  prices  prevailing,  she  was 
a.ble  to  fill  all  her  schools  but  one.  All  the  schools  except  two  are 
being  taught  by  town  teachers.  This,  again,  is  a  fortunate  thing  for 
Casco.  Only  one  teacher  was  without  previous  experience,  and  that 
one  has  made  good. 

But  we  must  not  think  we  are  safe  for  another  year  with  the  same 
appropriations.  If  we  have  to  go  outside  of  town  for  teachers — and 
we  shall  probably  have  to  have  two  or  three — we  cannot  expect  to  get 
the  teachers  we  ought  to  have  with  the  wages  we  are  paying  this  year. 
So  when  I  make  my  recommendations  for  school  appropriations  for 
the  ensuing  year  I  want  the  citizens  of  Casco  to  rea.lize  that  I  am 
making  such  recommendations  from  a  very  intimate  knowledge  of 
what  the  conditions  and  prospects  are.  Whoever  may  be  the  superin- 
tendent, he  does  not  want  to  be  utterly  handicapped  by  insufficient 
funds.  He  ought  to  have  money  enough  to  pay  salaries  that  will  at- 
tract applications  rather  than  be  forced  to  beg  for  teachers.  It 
makes  a  good  deal  of  difference  in  what  you  may  expect  of  your  em- 
ployee whether  he  fends  you  are  paying  him  a  fa.ir  wage,  of  whether 
he  thinks  he  is  doing  you  a  favor  by  filling  the  vacancy.  Frankly,  I 
feel  that  every  teacher  is  worth  more  than  she  is  getting. 

While  under  the  present  conditions  Ave  cannot  expect  to  get  highly 
tra.ined  teachers  for  all  the  schools,  we  would,  nevertheless,  appreciate 
the  service  the  town  high  school  is  performing,  and  appreciate  the 
possibilities  that  are  within  range  of  its  further  development  and  at- 
tainment. While  we  may  lament  the  passing  of  the  li  little,  old,  red 
schoolhouse ' '  and  all  the  associations  that  that  expression  recalls,  and 
while  there  was  a  great  deal  that  was  good  in  the  old  system,  let  us 
remember  that  there  is  nothing  that  is  the  same  as  it  was  twenty 
years  ago.    Why,  then,  should  we  expect  the  little,  old  district  school 
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with  no  teacher  and'  no  pupils  to  function  just  a.s  it  did  then?  The 
fact  is  that  the  high  school  is  taking*  the  place  of  the  more  advanced 
work  of  the  old  school,  but  we  have  not  yet  learned  to  make  the  best 
use  of  it.  The  high  school  should  meet  the  actual  needs  of  the  com- 
munity it  serves;  the  country  high  school  should  not  be  expected  to 
do  the  work  of  the  city  school. 

The  course  of  study  ought  to  be  adapted  to  the  95%  who  will  or 
ought  to  remain  in  the  country.  The  $200.00  called  for  the  last 
March  meeting  to  esta.blish  a  teacher-training  course  is  a  part  of  this 
new  conception  of  the  work  of  the  high  school.  The  results  have  am- 
ply justified  the  expenditure. 

Another  feature  that  has  been  begun  by  private  subscription  and 
should  be  developed  and  supported  by  the  town  is  manual  training. 
We  began  with  tools  and  equipment  for  three  benches.  This  cost 
about  $75.00.  There  is  ample  space  in  the  furna.ce  room  for  four 
more  benches  which  are  really  needed  to  continue  this  work.  We 
have  been  handicapped  by  not  having  sufficient  funds  to  procure  good 
lumber  to  work  with.  I  hope  the  town  will  sense  the  value  of  this 
work  and  allow  $200.00  for  its  continuence. 

Repairs  and  Improvements: — We  shall  need  to  make  some  repairs 
on  the  South  Casco  schoolhouse.  The  front  sill  needs  to  be  replaced 
and  a  new-floor  for  the  wood  shed  and  entries.  At  the  Quaker  Eidge 
schoolhouse  a  new  foundation  and  sill  needs  to  be  put  in  on  the 
back  side.  The  roof  also  needs  to  be  shingled.  The  Mayberry  Hill 
schoolhouse  should  have  a  new  coat  of  paint. 

The  Village  school  has  already  raised  $80.00  for  new  movable  and 
adjustable  desk  chairs.  The  school  is  good  for  $70.00  more  between 
now  and  Feb.  15,  1921. 

The  total  cost  for  thirty  desks  of  this  type  will  be  about  $384.00. 
I  would  recommend  that  the  town  raise  $310.00  for  this  purpose  with 
the  understanding  that  the  school  reimburse  the  town  to  the  amount 
of  $70.00  before  a  year  from  this  date. 

One  more  Improvement: — I  would  recommend  that  the  town  raise 
$372  00  to  equip  the  high  school  and  grammar  school  with  the  Kaus- 
tine  Toilets.  This  is  a.  system  of  in-door  closets  that  has  received  the 
approval  of  the  school  officials  high  in  authority,  and  is  very  popu- 
lar. The  State  will  probably  apportion  one-half  the  cost  of  installa- 
tion thru  the  equalization  fund. 
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The  State  has  apportioned  $300.00  to  the  high'  school  this  year: 
$200.00  is  to  be  applied  on  teachers'  salaries;  $75.00  for  library  pur- 
poses, and  $25.00  for  the  laboratory  equipment. 

If  we  show  ourselves  interested  in  school  promotion  to  the  extent 
that  we  are  willing  to  raise  an  amount  of  money  that  will  bring  our 
school  tax  rate  up  to  or  above  the  average  for  the  State,  then  the 
State  will  aid  us  thru  the  equalization  fund. 

In  brief  then  1  would  recommend  the  following  amounts:

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PRINCIPAL  'S  REPORT 

To  tlie  superintendent  of  schools  and  school  committee: 

It  is  my  duty  to  submit  to  you  my  a,nnual  report  of  the  Cased  high 
school. 

School  opened  September  15,  1919,  with  H'2  students  registered. 
The  enrollment  at  the  present  time  is  29.  The  usual  courses  are  of- 
fered this  year:- — general  and  college  preparatory.  Three  new  cours- 
es have  been  added,  namely: — business  law,  manual  training  and 
teachers'  course — all  very  practical  courses. 

School  work  has  been  progressing  as  well  as  could  be  expected  un- 
der the  existing  circumstances.  The  school  building,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  out-building,  will  do;  the  laboratories  are  fairly  well 
equipped,  etc. ;  but  there  are  no  suitable  accommodations  for  out  of 
town  students.  This  very  urgent  need  could  be  met  by  erecting  a 
domitory,  the  rooms  on  the  ground  floor  to  be  fitted  out  with  self 
boarding  quarters  for  the  students,  while  the  upper  story  could  be 
used  as  a  ha.ll  for  high  school  functions.  Please  give  this  matter  a 
very  careful  consideration.  Your  high  school  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant institutions  of  the  town;  therefore,  get  behind  your  school 
and  boom  Casco. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  Casco  high  in  any  way.
